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TO LOCAL UNIONS NITH GREAT A & P KAREHOUSE LOCATIONS! 

Dear Sir and Brother! 

This Is the fourth edition of a survey of the locations of the Great Atlantic 
Pacific Tea Conpany which was first prepared for the Executive Comalttee of the 
National Warehouse Division In October. 1954. 

Since that data the number of A 4 P employees represented by warehouse locals has 
Increased from 6.000 to over 6.200. and 11 A (L P warehouses have been organized. 

In the last six months alone the Teamster membership has Increased by more than 
700 and warehouses have been organized In Dallas. Texas; Charlotte. North Carolina; 
Jackaonvllle and Tampa. Florida. In addition, drivers and production employees 
have been organized In several areas. 

Previously organized units have also gained a great deal. The organization of new 
units freed organized workers of a threat to their jobs, and has permitted them to 
negotiate successfully atlll higher rates. Both the units with higher rates and 
those with lower rates have benefited. Thus the lowest rates for receivers, lift 
truck operators, and Inspectors In the Central Conference are now above S2.00 per 
hour. 

Also, the company has now accepted the principle of equal pay for the same job 
classifications In different cities. In September. 1957. workers In Paterson. 
Jersey City and Newark. New Jersey, will be getting the same rates as warehouse 
workers In New York City. 

Vacation clauses have been strengthened. More than 5.600 of our members now re¬ 
ceive a third week of vacation after only 10 years of service. More than 8.000 
receive the third week after service of 10 to 20 years. Night shift and Ice box 
premiums and other fringe benefits have been secured and Improved. Mage Increases 
In previously organized warehouses have ranged from 7 to 35( per hour, while those 
In recently organized units have ranged up to 76( an hour. 

Cooperation between the National Warehouse Division, the Area Conferences and the 
Local Unions has helped achieve these gains. With continued cooperation we can 
organize the remaining unorganized warehouses and make strides toward our ultimate

A telegram was received from Chairman James Matoney of Local 635, Pittsburgh, 
which stated that he was 111 and unable to attend. In his absence, Edward 
Hartsough of Local 169 acted as chairman. 

John Greeley, Director of the Warehouse Division of the Eastern Conference, 
reported on progress made In organizing unorganized A & P plants since the 
A & P Committee of the Eastern Conference was formed In November, 1954. 

Buffalo, New York| Portland, Maine, and most recently, Charlotte, North Caro¬ 
lina have all been organized. Charlotte Is not yet under contract but nego¬ 
tiations will start during the first week In February. 

He also reported on the part played by the Warehouse Division In organizing 
the Quaker Maid Plant (owned by A & P) In Brockport, New York. 

Sam Baron, Field Director of the National Warehouse Division, gave a complete 
report on A IL P from a national viewpoint. 

Despite the fact, he reported, that the Teamsters have now almost completely 
organized A & P In the South and our relations with the top management of the 
company are friendly and constructive, certain Individuals In the South are 
still trying to break up our union. Brother Baron also reported that he has 
learned of an attempt to decertify us In the warehouse In New Orleans, La. 

Brother Baron suggested that our committee go on record as ready to continue 
our same policy of aid and help to the Teamster locals In the South as we 
adopted last year. 

This policy was discussed at great length. Brothers Hartsough, Keane, 
DlGuardo, Crotty, and McCarthy agreed that complete organization of A & P 
In the South could only be accomplished with the full support of the Team¬ 
ster locals with contractual relations with A & P In the North.

Brother Keane In relating hit experiences in Jacksonville, Florida, where he 
and othera had started the campaign to organize A K P warehouse workers in 
that city, aaid in his opinion, help and aid from the Northern locals would 
also have to be given the South if they were going to obtain good contracts. 

This Conaaittee, after hearing reports of successful organizing efforts in the 
South, ia concerned about the anti-union attitude of some A & P representa¬ 
tives in maintaining their anti-union attitude toward our union. 

In the event and as a result of action to break up our union in the South, 
the A & P Comaittee of the Eastern Conference of Teamsters pledges to give 
all-out support to our sister locals in the South including support by the 
respecting of any picket line. 

A antion that the above be our policy during the comingyear was made by 
Brother Frank Keane, Local 169, and seconded by Brother DiGuardo, Local 670, 
and unaniaiously adopted. Toai Flynn, Chairman, Eastern Conference of Teamsters, 
will be consulted before this resolution is implemented. 

The Coaaaittee also went on record as continuing our same policy with respect 
to contract negotiatiomi as was practiced last year. Each local will nego¬ 
tiate its own contract, but will consult with the Committee and before conclud 
ing negotiations will m^ike known the results to the Committee. The clearing 
house for ail such information will be the office of James Matoney, Chairman 
of the A & P Committee of the Eastern Conference of Teamsters, Local 636, 
Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania. 

■illiam Griffin, Director of the National Miscellaneous Division, spoke to 
the Coaaaittee about hia Division's plans to organize the men servicing vend¬ 
ing machines. The plan, he stated, will not necessitate stoppage of work, 
picket lines or anything that might embarrass the locals. He requested the 
Coaaaittee to have a survey made of vending machines presently installed in 
A 4 P warehouses within our Jurisdiction. 

Acting Chairman Hartaough speaking for the Committee promised to have the 
information supplied, and also promised the full support of the Committee 
in aiding the Miscellaneous Division to organize the vending machine 
operators. 

The meeting was adjourned at 4il6 p.m.
